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The Urban Planning Section lias upgraded 
it's travel demand forecasting software. The 
new software, TransCAD, by Caliper Cor- 
poration, provides a GIS-based approach to 
travel demand modeling. TransCAD is the 
first and only GIS designed specifically for 
use by transportation planners to store, dis- 
play, manage and analyze transportation 
data. 

Transportation demand modeling represents 
a major rung on the evolutionary ladder of 
urban planning. The practice of travel-de- 
mand modeling is roughly 35 years old. 
Until the mid-1980's, the mainframe com- 
puters provided the medium for the thou- 
sands of mathematical calculations neces- 
sary for evaluating major infrastructure 
needs and preparing long-range, regional 
transportation plans. PLANPAC was used 
by MDT in it's early years of modeling. It 
was a second generation main-frame appli- 
cation that required a computer programmer 
to translate the efforts of the urban planners 
into a myriad of data-sets and core programs. 
Over a hundred programs were necessary 
to run the computer side of urban planning. 
Without visual on-screen graphics, the ab- 
stract nature of transportation demand mod- 
eling was mind boggling and paper inten- 
sive. Reams of paper covered with num- 
bers inundated urban planners, hindering 
their ability to deal in a timely fashion with 
the fast paced nature of project level traffic 
forecasts. 

In the late 1 980's, MDT Urban Planners pro- 
gressed from PLANPAC to a micro-com- 
puter environment with QRSII-Quick Re- 
sponse System. QRSII allowed planners to 
"draw" a network on the monitor screen, 
enter verbal descriptions and numerical data 
about each network element, edit the net- 
work and its data, compute intermediate re- 
sults through a series of worksheets, and 
search the network elements based on spe- 
cific parameters. It could be used to per- 
form routine calculations of manual tech- 
niques or detailed analysis comparable to 
those done with mainframe programs. It's 
main downfall was its graphical representa- 
tion capabilities which are essential in por- 



traying analysis resuhs to the public, local, 
and state decision makers. QRSII output 
consists of line segments (links) and points 
(nodes) only understood by the modeler. In 
order to produce more effective presenta- 
tion material, information from QRSII 
would have to be saved in a written report 
and passed on to a CADD operator to pro- 
duce graphics, a cumbersome and time- 
consuming process. 

In 1998, MDT planners, recognizing 
QRSII's limitations, moved to a GIS- 
based approach to transportation model- 
ing. TransCAD combines the tools nec- 
essary for travel demand forecasting with 
capabilities for digital mapping, geo- 
graphic database management, and presen- 
tation graphics under a sole platform. 
TransCAD analyzes the output from 
MDT's previous application, QRSII, and 
integrates the results with available GIS 
data to produce attractive and understand- 
able model results and graphics. 
TransCAD implements the relational da- 
tabase approach in support of model de- 
velopment and is therefore capable of pro- 
viding direct data access for Excel, Oracle, 
and Arc View. In addition to travel demand 
modeling, it includes other transportation 
application capabilities, such as vehicle 
routing and logistics, network analysis, 
districting and location modeling. 

TransCAD uses socio economic data as 
well as traffic data to determine the future 
need for traffic patterns and usage. This 
new capability will ensure our ability to 
design roads today to meet our transpor- 
tation needs tomorrow, and do so in a more 
timely and accurate fashion. 

The firstTransCAD traffic in Montana is 
currently under development as part of the 
Bozeman Transportation Plan Update.

MDT is working with Livingston, Lewistown and 
Belgrade to develop small-scale transporta- 
tion studies to identify low cost improvements 
to the existing network to relieve transpor- 
tation problems in the area. Communities un- 
der consideration are those that are poplutaion 
of Improvements could include signals, stop 
signs, pavement markings, one-way streets, 
and bicycle and pedestrian facilitites. 

MDT provides 50% of funds for the studies. 
Currently, Federal Law only provides planning 
funds to larger metropolitan areas (Billings, 
Great Falls, and Missoula). For many years 
MDT has also provided assistance to cities such 
as Bozeman, Kalispell, Helena and Butte. How- 
ever, the Planning Division felt small urban ar- 
eas could also benefit from such assistance. 

The studies will be done under a consultant 
contract and include public involvement. 
Livingston has selected Marvin and Associates 
of Billings to develop its plan. Project kick- 
off was May 5^'' and study completion is ex- 
pected by October. 

The Lewistown study will be done in conjunc- 
tion with a bypass feasibility study being un- 
dertaken by MDT The intent is to retain the 
same consultant for both study efforts. The 
local government and MDT are currently re- 
fining the scope of work and hope to have the 
consultant on board in the near future. 

Belgrade is in the early stages of negotiating 
a funding agreement with MDT and will soon 
move into the consultant selection process. Al- 
though Belgrade is not an official urban area, 
current population estimates indicate the up- 
coming 2000 Census will change that. There- 
fore, MDTand the Belgrade officials are tak- 
ing this opportunity to get a head start on 
addressing the Belgrade community transpor- 
tation needs. 

Discussions with prospective communities for 
funding assistance during the next fiscal year 
have begun.
